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PREFACE 



Two reports detailing Johnson County Community College enrollments are compiled by the 
Office of Institutional Research each year: the Fall Enrollment Report and the Academic Year 
Enrollment Report. 

The Fall Enrollment Report contains detailed enrollment data for the fall semester. These data 
should be considered "typical" or benchmark data for reporting demographic information 
about students and answering such questions as: "How many students are enrolled at JCCC?" 
or, "What percentage of JCCC students attend full-time?" 

The Academic Year Enrollment Report contains summary data for the three semesters that 
comprise the academic year: summer, fall and spring. This report is more appropriately used 
to answer questions concerning credit hours generated during an academic year. It also is 
designed to provide data about programs rather than about student characteristics. 

These two reports complement one another and together contain the enrollment data required 
for most reporting and inquiry purposes.

Sophomore: A student who had completed 26 to 64 credit hours at the beginning of the 
semester. 

Special Student: A student v,ho had completed more than 64 credit hours at the 
beginning of the semester. 
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
